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TERMS  AND  CONDITIONS:  Five  per  cent  discount  and 
free  boxing  and  packing  for  cash  with  order  on  all  stock 
but  balled  and  burlapped  evergreens.  A  five  per  cent 
discount  and  free  packing  will  be  allowed  on  cash  orders  for 
B&B  evergreens,  but  boxing  will  be  at  cost  of  material  used. 
Accounts  are  due  sixty  days  from  date  of  shipment.  Cash, 
security,  or  satisfactory  reference  is  required  from  unknown 
parties. 

COLLECTED  STOCK:  We  handle  each  order  for  collected 
stock  individually.  All  material  is  dug  fresh  from  the  forests 
— on  wet  days  only — after  the  order  is  received.  The  plants 
are  selected  by  experienced  collectors;  graded  in  the  woods; 
the  best  plants  brought  to  the  nursery,  and  regraded  there. 
Shipments  of  collected  stock  are  en  route  to  customer  within 
a  maximum  of  48  hours  from  the  time  plants  are  taken  from 
the  forests.  We  do  not  guarantee  all  shipments  of  collected 
stock  to  be  satisfactory,  but  we  believe  our  method  of 
handling  this  material  insures  better  quality  plants.  All  col¬ 
lected  stock  is  fresh-dug;  nothing  kept  in  storage.  Orders 
are  booked  from  special  quotations  only.  Send  us  your  want 
list. 

SHIPPING:  PI  ease  give  us  definite  shipping  instructions. 
In  the  absence  of  special  instructions  we  use  our  best  judg¬ 
ment,  without  assuming  responsibility.  All  shipments  tagged 
with  proper  state  inspection  certificates. 

We  charge  for  boxing  and  baling  at  cost  of  material 
used.  Where  stock  is  loaded  bulk  in  car  or  truck,  no  packing 
charge  is  made.  Orders  are  accepted  subject  to  prior  sale 
of  stock  or  crop  injury  or  loss  from  any  causes  beyond  our 
control.  Twenty-five  plants  at  100  rates;  250  plants  at  1,000 
rates;  2,500  plants  at  10,000  rates. 

We  are  careful  to  keep  our  varieties  true  to  name  as 
labeled,  and  will  replace,  on  proper  proof,  any  stock  that 
may  prove  otherwise,  free  of  charge  or  refund  the  amount 
paid  us,  but  it  is  mutually  agreed  that  we  shall  not  be  liable 
for  any  amount  greater  than  the  purchase  price.  No  claims 
will  be  considered  unless  made  within  ten  days  after  receipt 
of  shipment. 

TRUCK  SERVICE:  We  offer  delivery  of  10,000  pounds  or 
more  of  stock  in  private  trucks  within  a  radius  of  500  miles 
of  McMinnville.  Charges  average  about  the  same  as  rail¬ 
road  rates  with  elimination  of  packing  charges  and  delivery 
at  your  door.  Write  for  further  information.
